Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot, the consignor of 
the property included in the lot may bid on and purchase the lot at the auction sale for his own account. Notice of the consignor's 
liberty to bid is hereby made in accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall 
obligate such consignor to pay a fee to the Auctioneer. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, the Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion immediately put the lot up for sale again. The Auctioneer's decision shall be final and binding upon all bidders. 

3. A buyer's premium equal to 10% of the successful bid price will be added to each invoice, unless the purchase is made by a consignor's bid on 
the consignor's property in which -case a different fee is charged as a Consignor than as a.Buyer. The premium and/or the fee are payable by 
the buyer as part of the total purchase price. 

4. All bids are to be per lot as numbered in this catalog, and no lots will be broken. The Auctioneer reserves the right to group two or more lots 
together and to withdraw, prior to a call for bids, any lot or lots from the sale. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. 

5. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (no credit cards accepted) and are due and payable immediately upon receipt of the 
auction invoice or notice, or if payment is to be made at the auction sale, simultaneously with receipt of the coins.

6. All successful mail/F AX/phone bidders will be notified by telephone on Monday, April 25. If the auction invoice(s) or notice of successful bids 
submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in full upon the date of the auction, the unpaid balance will bear interest at the highest rate

8. All bidders who have mailing addresses outside the United States of America, the Territories of the USA, Canada or Mexico, or have addresses 
through the U.S. Military, must deposit with the Auctioneer 25% of the total amount bid in United States dollars.

10. The Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid which, in his opinion, is not submitted in "Good 
Faith," or as the case dictates, is not supported by satisfactory credit references, as the Auctioneer in its sole discretion shall determine. A bid 
is not considered made in "Good Faith" when it is made by an insolvent or irresponsible person or a person under the age of eighteen, as the 
Auctioneer, in its sole discretion, shall determine. In the event a successful bidder fails to pay all amounts due, the Auctioneer reserves the 
right to resell the merchandise and the buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such a sale, including a 10% seller's commission, and also 
to pay any difference between the resale price and the price of his previously successful bid. 

11. The Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer, and any other property of the buyer then 
held by the Auctioneer to secure payment of the auction invoice(s) and any other amounts due the Auctioneer from the buyer, 
with respect to which the Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform 
Commercial Code.

American Numismatic Association Certification Service (ANACS), P.O. Box 182141, Columbus, Ohio 43218-2141; Numismatic Certification 
Institute, Inc., Heritage Plaza, Highland Park Village, Dallas, Texas 75205-2788; Numismatic Guaranty Corporation (NGC), P.O. Box 1776, 
Parsippany, NJ 07054; Professional Coin Grading Service (PCGS), 4533 Mac Arthur, Suite D, Newport Beach, CA 92660. Auctioneer offers no 
opinion as to the validity of the grade assigned by a third-party grading service. Bidder is referred to the third-party grading service for 
interpretation of its grading standards.

Trends $600 
in AU 50, $2,150 in MS 60. 

280 NGC 1846 AU 50. A scarce and underappreciated issue, the 
1846 is surprisingly difficult to locate in all grades and is 
especially challenging in AU. This coin is well struck on the 
obverse but shows the usual softness of detail on the eagle on 
the reverse. The fields have a light reddish tinting of color that 
adds considerably to the overall appeal of the coin, and the 
only abrasion of any note is a mark that runs parallel to the 
reverse rim above the second S in STATES. Trends $1,950. 

281 PCGS 1850 AU 55. Well struck with bright semi-prooflike 
fields. Trends $400 in AU 50, $1,800 in MS 60. Ex: Norweb 
(B&M, 3/88), lot 2005, flip accompanies. 

Lustrous and well struck on the obverse 
with weakness noted on the eagle's plumage on the reverse.

The underdigit can be plainly seen 
with a magnifier. This is a solid coin for the grade with decent 
striking details and only a few marks, the most obvious one 
being on the cheek of Liberty. Of importance in all grades, in 
AU the overdate is a significant condition, as well as absolute, 
rarity with only a handful of pieces known. Trends $5,000. 

290 PCGS 1862/1 AU 58. Quite a bold underdigit with the 1 
extending directly down from the ball of the 2. This is the 
second AU 58 we have auctioned in the past six months. These 
are very rare in high grades and only one coin is certified in 
mint condition, this piece being tied with several others for 
second finest certified. There is just a bit of luster missing 
from the fields, and in many ways this reddish tinted coin 
closely resembles an MS 60. Trends $5,000 in AU 50. 

291 NGC 1866-S XF 40. A moderately scarce issue that is usually 
not available any finer than XF. This piece has the striking 
softness common to S-mint gold of this era and there are a few 
noticeable marks, the most obvious one being in the center of 
the cheek. Trends $1,250. 

292 NGC 1873-S VF 30. A scarcer S-mint quarter eagle and one 
that is rarely seen above VF. This is an original piece with 
deeper gray patina surrounding the devices. Trends $290 in

Not as scarce as one might initially believe, 
the 1877 is. nevertheless, an important date in the Coronet 
series. This piece is prooflike, as usual, but shows little of the 
softness normally seen. Lightly, but extensively, peppered 
with small abrasions throughout.
